Milk, 


Supplies  - Brucella  Abortus. 

The  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  the  district  is  under- 
taken by  the  County  Council  Health  Department,  which  is  the 
licensing  authority  for  bottling  and  dealers  establishments 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations.  The  results 
of  the  sampling  are  received  from  the  County  Council  Officers. 

No  evidence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  was  found  during  the  year. 
Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  eradiction 
programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County  Council  has  turned  its 
attention  to  the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  milk. 

Brucella  organisms  are  destroyed  by  heat  treatment  of  milk, 
but  their  presence  in  raw  milk  can  produce  undulant  fever  in 
humans,  ’i'/here  evidence  of  the  presence  of  these  organisms  is 
demonstrated  in  routine  sampling,  immediate  action  is  sot  in 
motion  to  isolate  the  affected  cow  (so  as  to  prevent  the  milk 
being  sold  in  its  raw  state) ,

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  31st. 
December,  1969*  Much  of  this  report  is  statistical  and  possibly  not  very 
interesting  but  I do  hope  that  as  it  is  perused  the  term  "Community  Care" 
be  borne  in  mind.  I am  not  referring  to  the  provision  of  home  nursing  aids 
even  though  such  medical  equipment  and  home  adaptations  continue  to  increase 
but  rather  to  the  care  of  the  physically  handicapped,  the  mentally  hand- 
icapped, the  elderly  including  those  who  are  mentally  infirm  as  persons 
who  must  be  helped  to  maintain  themselves  as  ordinary  members  of  the 
community  living  as  near  normal  a life  as  possible.  A good  example  of 
this  is  in  the  report  on  the  v/ork  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  where  it 
is  reported  that  eight  trainees  are  working  in  a local  factoiy.  This 
was  virtually  an  appeal  to  other  employers  for  the  same  opportunity. 

A new  table  is  included  for  the  first  time  showing  s,tatistica,lly 
the  work  of  the  nurses  in  the  division.  The  breakdo’.m  of  the  work  into 
sections  cannot  however  illustrate  the  full  value  of  helping  people  in 
their  own  home. 

The  department  has  very  close  links  with  the  local  hospitals  and 
I am  certain  that  our  co-operation,  good  though  it  is,  must  be  encouraged 
to  develop  though  the  .co-operation  that  we  are  giving  and  getting  makes 
some  of  the  statistics  in  the  report  suspect,  for  example,  home  confinements 
fell  from  329  in  I968  to  206  in  1969  with  the  number  of  ho.spital  confine- 
ments showing  a related  increase,  but  203  expectant  mothei's  were  booked 
for  hospital  confinement  and  early  discharge  home,  if  the  patient  and  baby 
are  satisfactory.  Such  early  hospital  discharges  have  to  be  given  follow- 
up care  by  the  District  Midv/ives. 
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The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  give  a good  service  and  the 
nionber  of  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years  given  help  increased  by 
36  to  437s  though  the  total  number  of  hours  of  help  decreased  by  just 
over  SjOOO  hours.  The  reason  for  this  was  the  financial  restrictions 
on  the  service  which  forced  the  Home  Help  Organiser  to  be  a good 
house-keeper,  though  she  and  I v/ere  only  able  to  manage  this  v/itn 
the  co-operation  of  the  general  practitioners  and  the  hospital  con- 
sultants . This  co-operation  however^  enabled  the  department  to  have  the 
necessary  finance  to  provide  night-sitters  for  26  pationts  for  I48  nights 
usually  until  a hospital  bed  beca-ie  available. 

In  conclusion  I give  ny  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  staff  of  the 
division  for  their  hard  and  loyal  work  throughout  the  year.  I also 
give  my  thanks  to  the  Voluntary  workers  and  the  officers  and  staff 
of  the  district  coimcils  who  have  helped  the  department  in  many  v;ays 
throughout  the  year.

The  films  shovm  on  Health 
Sduca,tion  and  travel  films  on  places  of  interest  have  been  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  Members  of  the  Clubs  and  many  of  the  members  have 
expressed  their  interest  in  the  films  and  the  wish  to  see  more.  The  . 
Clinic  Nurse  has  also  been  able  to  successfully  deal  with  the  probleias 
that  have  been  brought  to  her  notice  either  by  the  members  or  by  the 
members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  and  Inner  \?heel.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield  and  Bollington 
during  1969. 

Once  again  major  changes  in  the  staffing  of  the  department 
have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Mr.  R.  Ashton,  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  left  to  take  the 
position  of  Chief  Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  Shropshire  and  was 
replaced  by  Mr.  G.  D.  Brown  in  September. 

Mr.  R,  Fisher,  C.S.'W.,  joined  the  service  in  December  as  Deputy 
Mental  V/elfare  Officer.  One  Mental  Vifelfare  Officer  left  the  service 
and  was  replaced  by  a Trainee  Mental  ¥/elfare  Officer. 

Professional  training  has  continued  with  one  member  of  staff 
returning  from  the  Two  Year  Certificate  i ■ Social  Work  Course,  a/b 
Manchester,  and  another  officer  commencirg.  In  addition  a female 
officer  was  away  throughout  the  year  on  th  i same  course.  The 
principle  of  seconding  officers  for  professional  training  is  now 
firmly  established,  v/ith  undoubted  benefit  being  achieved  by  the 
client  and  the  seirvice. 

Liaison  with  Parkside  Hospital  is  excellent  and  continues  to 
expand  v/ith  the  increasing  development  of  the  concept  of  comnunity 
care. 

An  increasing  number  of  referrals  to  the  department  relate  to  the 
elderly  mentally  infirm  and  we  are  extremely  fortunate  in  having  day 
care  facilities  at  "Ashfield  House".  Day  care  provides  a valuable 
service  to  the  elderly  mentally  infirm  enabling  them  to  remain  in  the 
coimiunity  with  varying  degree  of  independence  and  in  many  cases 
relieving  relatives  of  the  considerable  strain  that  caring  for  the 
elderly  can  produce. 

Day  care  of  this  type  has  proved  its  value  and  will,  in  time, 
be  developed  tiiroughout  the  country.  At  present,  due  to  administrative 
difficulties,  we  are  restricted  to  catering  for  the  Macclesfield  area. 

The  Macclesfield  and  District  Therapeutic  Social  Club,  (The  Bridge 
Club)  and  the  Over  l6's  Club  have  continued  to  hold  regular  meetings 
throughout  the  year,  A great  deal  of  time  and  energj’’  is  freely  given 
by  many  people  to  make  these  clubs  successful  and  I would  thank  aJ  1 
concerned  for  their  support.  Following  a drop  in  attendance  and 
travelling  difficulties,  the  members  of  the  Bridge  Club  decided  to 
revert  to  the  Adult  Training  Centre,  Park  Lane,  for  their  venue, 
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Davelopment  of  the  County  Council- n Foster  Honie  Scheme  for 
subnormal  females  continued  v/ith  a further  two  placor.-ion-hP' . -ti-iot:- 
are  a number  of  residents  in  the  Hostel  ‘'The  h'illows",  for  whom 
the  council  would  make  grants  if  suitable  foster  hones  could  be 
found. 

The  principle  of  connunity  care  involves  an  increasing  number 
of  cases  requiring  regular  supportive  visits  from  Mental  l/elfare 
Officers,  It  necessitates  the  use  of  knowledge,  skill  and  co- 
operation of  the  many  supportive  services,  not  least  the  voluntai’y 
agencies.  The  assistance  received  is  second  to  none,  and  to  then 
I owe  ny  sincere  thanks. 

Should  the  proposed  changes  in  the  structure  of  the  social  services 
be  implemented,  I feel  sure  that  the  new  service  will  be  strengthened 
by  the  relationship  prevailing  in  this  area. 

I owe  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Clerical 
Staff  of  the  department  for  their  v/ork  and  enthusiasm  throughout 
the  year. 

May  I,  in  conclusion,  e:q)res3  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  County  Health  Committee,  Hr,  B.  G,  Gretton-Watson, 
County  Medical  Officer,  Hr.  W.  .R,  Flews,  Hivisional  Medical  Officer, 
and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hivisional  Health  Committee 
for  their  continued  assistance  and  support.
